The German government is right in insisting 


that the property rights of German citizens be re- 
spected. But it would present a less unattractive 1 
figure before the world if its demand were not tak- 
ing the form of an attempt to enforce an extortion, 
but were in the form that Venezuela arbitrate the 
whole matter. As it is, German thrift conspired 
witb Venezuela venality to rob the State, Now the 
scheme is put in legal form and Germany is using 
its power to aid both parties to the fraud, without 
making the slightest effort to discriminate between 
just dues and alleged dues that are glaringly unjust 
demands.
